| The third and most vital point to be cn- 
| sidered in this situation is that Britain is in- 
dubitably approaching air parity with the 
German Reich. 

All Are Important 


Since all three arms of the service play 
indispensable parts in the prosecution of the 
| war, it is silly to assert that any one of them 
is the most important. Thus, the chronic and 
sometimes epidemic argument over the rela- 
tive merits of warships and fighting planes 

is a bit absurd because neither could win the 
war without the other. 

Nevertheless, it must be admitted that 
airplanes have proved themselves to be a 
greater and more essential weapon of offense 
and defense than Britain, perhaps, was will- 
ing to admit before the attack on France. 
| The sinking of the Bismarck is also im- 
| portant evidence in this connection, No un- 
|assisted attack from the air has yet sunk a 
|capital ship of either continent. Yet air- 
|planes made possible the naval sinking of 
the Bismarck which Germany, herself the 
|advocate of air efficacy, had declared to be 
‘unsinkable.

What Britain Can Do 


Collapse of the German civilian morale 
brought about German defeat in the last war. 
German civilian morale is bound, therefore, 
to become a vital target for British blows in

German civilian morale will be destroyed 


| by repeated air attacks, by diminution in the 


German standard of living caused by air de- 
struction of plants which supply essentials 
to the German people and by actual invasion. 

So long have the British people lived in 
hourly expectation of the attempted landing 
of Nazi troops in Britain that they may have 
overlooked, to some extent, the possibility of 
British troops landing in German or Gere 
man-occupied territory. 

But the British high command has not 
forgotten that possibility for a moment. 

And approaching air parity makes such 
an event not only a possibility but a prob- 
ability whose likelihood increases with every 
addition to the British air strength. 

It is not impossible that the next four 
months may witness actual British mechan- 
ized raids, under cover of the Royal Air 
Force, into German territory. 

The Germans will not be able to take 
much of that. 


Petain Explains 


One year ago yesterday, Marshal Petain 
cast himself in the role of the savior of 
France and betrayed Great Britain by treat- 
ing separately, against France's pledged 
word, with the enemy. 

To celebrate that equivocal event, the 
laged marshal deemed it necessary to make 
an anniversary broadcast yesterday to deny 
to the French people that they were sold out. 

Petain, who had counted on a quick Gere 
man victory to justify his decision to break 
the French alliance with Britain, could only 
offer the French, after a year of hardship and 
humiliation, more suffering. He told them, 
|“You will suffer for a long time because we 
|have not finished paying for all our mis- 
| takes’.’ 

The marshal, whose confirmed pessimism 
in last war aroused the fury of Lloyd 
George and the despair of Foch, Joffre, Cle- 
menceau and Poincare, had once a message 
of gloom for the betrayed and bedevilled 
French, 

Months ago, Winston Churchill offered 
the people of Britain only “blood, toil, tears 
and sweat’,’ as the price of victory. 

Marshal Petain offers France exactly 
these same things — as the purchase price of 
nothing but continued distress. 

Petain claimed that France is better off 
today than a year ago, in spite of the food 
the suffering under German occu- 
pat the lack of freedom of speech and 
movement and the low morale of the people.
